W hen the p a rty entered the jail 
y ard , they stepped out of the jail in- 1 
te rio r onto a large cem ent block, p a r t 
oi th e newly covered jail yard in the 
r e a r of th e sheriff’s home.

Harrisburg, Oct. 9.—Removal of the 
Eastern Penitentiary from Philadel­ 
phia to a site in the country outside 
the city, completion of the Rockview 
prison that it will accommodate at 
least 1500 inmates and erection of an 
institution for defective delinquents 
are the three major propositions in 
the legislative program for penal re­ 
form of tho Department of Welfare, 
which the 1925 General Assembly will 
be asked to consider, Dr. Ellen Potter, 
secretary of welfare, has announced. 
Legislation providing for expansion of 
Laurelton State Village for Women, 
Purview Hospital for the Criminal 
Insane and either expansion of the 
Industrial Home for Women, Muncy, 
or erection of a centra! Reformatory 
for Women 
also is included in its 
program. 
Doctor Potter advocated the erec­ 
tion of a new Eastern Penitentiary 
upon the unit plan, but only, how­ 
ever, "if the state commits itself to a 
program which will permit the estab­ 
lishment of three penal districts with­ 
in the state.” At present the state is 
committed to the centralized idea as 
provided under the original plans for 
the development of 
Rockview, 
she 
said. 
2000 Acres of Land 
For the Eastern Penitentiary the 
secretary advocated the purpose of 
approximately 2,000 acres of land and 
the erection of an institution which 
would house 1,500 inmates. This, she 
declared, would permit the prisoners 
to raise much of the food consumed 
as well as give them the opportunity 
for farm life. 
Such an institution 
could he erected at a cost of ap­ 
proximately $1,000 a bed, whereas the 
Rockview prison is costing approxi­ 
mately $4,000 a bed under the original 
plans, she said. 
"By dividing the state into three 
districts we would he following the 
plans 
of 
tho 
country’s 
foremost 
penologists" Dr 
Potter said. 
"The 
Eastern P en iten tial would take care 
of prisoners from the Eastern section 
of the state; Rockview from the cen­ 
tral part and the Western Peniten­ 
tiary, 
Pittsburgh, 
those 
from 
the 
western part of the state. This would 
make the 
administrative 
problem* 
easier by having 
less 
persons 
to 
handle and at the same time give 
the inmates a better chance.” 
Erection of an institution for the 
defective 
delinquent, 
where 
they 
would lie under continual surveillance, 
is advocated by Doctor Potter as a 
means of eliminating congestion ;n 
other penal institutions and for avoid­ 
ing "repeaters" in these institutions. 
While 
not 
insane, these prisoner 
fornv a type of the feeble-minded 
which should be kept in permanent 
custody, where they could be given 
constant 
discipline, 
she 
explained. 
She also said 
such 
an 
institution 
would simplify administration in the 
other institutions. 
Laurelton Village which now house 
150 inmates should he enlarged to 
care for at least 1,000 with a large 
addition to Fairview necessary, she 
declared. 
Erection of a centra! Re-1 
formatory for Women was advocated 
for the reason that girls and women 
could be accommodated in one n tutti-1

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DESTROY MUMMIED 
FRUIT BIG AID IN 
DISEASE CONTROL 


State disease 
specialists suggest 
that home gardeners and owners of 
fruit trees and vineyards can insure 
a better crop next year by destroy­ 
ing all dried-up, rotted fruit on or 
under the trees this fall. 
A hard, shrivelled-up plum, apple 
or peach may look harmless but it is 
often the means 
of 
carrying 
the 
spores 
of such 
destructive diseases 
as brown anil black rot from season 
to season. 
It is doubtful if spraying 
will 
control 
such 
diseases 
as the 
black 
rot 
of 
the 
stone fruit and 
black rot 
o f grapes unless supple­ 
mented with the destruction of this 
dried-up diseased 
fruit, specialists 
said. 
The 
proper procedure is to 
gather these mummied 
fruits and 
burn them or bury them at least a 
foot and one-half deep. 
This lean-up 
will also aid greatly in the control 


o f several insect pests. 
Under some 
conditions, codling moth, grape ber­ 
ry moth and the Oriental fruit moth 
will winter in these mummied fruits. 
If they are burned or buried deep, 
the emergence of the adult moth the 
following year will he prevented. 
J n the vicinity of vineyards, the de­ 
struction of 
leaves and 
other dry 
material will break up hibernating 
quarters of the grape berry moth 
and the leaf hoppers. 
Probably the 
destruction of leaves in the vicinity 
of orchards infested with the Oriental 
fruit moth will be of value in control 
of this serious pest. 
The prompt re­ 
moval and burning of dead and dy­ 
ing limbs throughout the orchard is
